Primary elections and political conven- 
tions are above the law. Bribery and 
corruption of the most excessive character 
may be resorted to with impurity and there 
is no remedy whatever, An honest man 
stands no chance in either, and the corrupt 
are generally successful. 

Any person under lawful age, any person 

rendered iufatuooe by crime, may vote with 

impunity and there is no redress. A man 
muy vote a dozen times and the grand jury 
cau not indict him; he may sell his vote 
boldly and openly nnd no man can accuse 
him of violating the laws; he may buy as 
many votes as he pleases and there is no 
law to punish him for it In such races 
the men who treat the must and spend 
the money are always the winners. 

The party in the minority is virtually 
disfranchised. They are excluded from 
these primary elections and conventions nnd 
are not allowed even to make choice of 
those candidates who are opposed to them 
politically because unfortunately. they hap- 
pt-n to be on the weak side. 

No wonder so many corrupt and unprin- 
cipled men are getting into power all over 
the country. No wonder there is a rumble 
ol discontent among the masses on account 
ol the men who are selected to rule them. 
The regular elections recognized bv the law 
and the constitution* are humbugs.
